The investigation made by the president 
was inspired by reports that the Democratic 
members of the upper house intend to refuse 
to confirm most of the nominationa, thus 
leaving a considerable amount of patronage 
for the disposal of President WUson. 

Mr. Taft has decided to place the responsi- 
bility for inaction squarely upon these men. 


He has called upon the chiefs of the several 


departments for a list of the vacancies which 
exist, or will occur in their respective 
branches of the government service. Repub- 
lican senators will be consulted as to the men 
they wish named for the offices, and if their 
choice have the character and integrity re- 
quired they will be nominated. 


„Acts of Other Presidents. 

President Hayes and President Arthut en- 
tertained the same view of their duty in this 
matter as does Pregident Taft. Between the 
first Monday in December, 1880, and March 
4. 1881, after the election of Garfield and 
Hayes, Mr. Hayes sent to the senate 680 nom- 
inations, nearly all of which were confirmed 


President Arthur sent to the senate 612 


nominations after the presidential election of 
1884. between the first Monday in December 
ot that year and March 4, 1885, and all were 
confirmed excepttwenty.
